Cavendish House, a 
former Inland Revenue 
office block, has been 
branded an eyesore among 
calls for it to be pulled down. 

The offices overlook 
homes in the Kates Hill area 
of the town alongside 
Dudley Southern Bypass. 

Now plans have been 
passed to tear down the 
building to make way for a 
supermarket bringing 300 
jobs and an estimated £44 
million turnover. 

Developer Cavendish 
Quarter Properties is 
behind the scheme. 

Director Christopher Mc¬ 
Pherson said: “The granting 
of consent is a major step 
towards removing an 
eyesore at this prominent 
approach into the town 
centre and we can now move 
forward with more certainty 
in bringing this excellent 
opportunity closer to reali¬ 
sation. 

“The project will have sig¬ 
nificant regeneration bene¬ 
fits for the town and will 
complement the council’s 
other town centre initiatives 
currently in the pipeline.” 

Rival schemes including 
the Porters Field develop¬ 
ment on the same site are 
also in the pipeline.

They are also expected to 
be in full business dress and 
attend college from 9am - 
5pm, just as they would in 
the workplace. 

The college’s business 
enterprise manager, Victoria 
Greave, said: “We are 
extremely pleased to have 
secured the prestigious 
status of being the only 
Peter Jones Enterprise 
Academy in the region. 

“To become an academy 
our enterprise team went

Hygiene 
case after 
pizza firm 
inspection 

A DUDLEY pizza firm has 
been handed a £7,334 court 
bill after admitting to a 
number of dangerous 
hygiene offences. 

Mohammed Hassani, 
owner of Godfather Pizze¬ 
ria, Stourbridge Road, 
pleaded guilty to 11 offences 
at Dudley magistrates court. 

Food inspections were 
carried out by council envi¬ 
ronmental health officers in 
December 2011 and June 
2012 

They found offences that 
Hassani had be failing to 
keep food premises clean 
and in good repair, failing to 
keep equipment clean, 
failing to store raw ingredi¬ 
ents appropriately and 
failing to ensure that food 
handlers were trained. 

Dudley magistrates fined 
the company £3,200 and 
ordered it to pay £4,134 costs 
at the hearing on January 
10 . 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: 
“People have a right to 
expect the highest standards 
of cleanliness when they eat 
out. 

“We offer help and advice 
to companies on maintain¬ 
ing this high standard, but 
will not hesitate to prosecute 
those who continually fail to 
comply with the law. ”

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Snow helps police to

A resident heard a noise and 
opened the curtains to see two men 
and a dog running from the front of 
his house in Langley Avenue on 
Friday. 

He realised the gas meter had 
been ripped clear of the mains and 
the pipework had been stolen. 

Police followed footprints in the 
snow, which ran parallel with a dog’s 
paw prints, along residential streets 
and playing fields for over a mile. 

After following the tracks right up 
to the front door of a house, police 
entered the property and found two 
men and a dog inside. 

Both men, aged 21 and 33, 
arrested on suspicion of theft were 
released on police bail pending 
further inquires. 

Sgt James Jones from Brierley 
Hill police, said: “The fact that we 
knew we were looking for the spe¬ 
cific tracks of two people and a dog 
meant officers were able to establish 
exactly which prints to follow.” 

Smashed 

After cars were pelted with bricks 
inSedgley police were able to catch 
one teenage suspect by following 
footprints in the snow. 

Windows were smashed and one 
vehicle was overturned by a gang of 
youths in Bilston Street, Sedgley. 
Police arrested a 17-year-old after 
officers followed tracks in the snow 
.at around 11.10pm on Thursday. 

Police said bricks were thrown at 
a small number of cars, including a 
private hire taxi smashing windows. 

The driver was uninjured during 
the incident, near to the Beacon 
Hotel. A car was also turned onto its 
side in nearby Dormston Drive. 

Sgt Rob Simpson, who covers the 
Sedgley neighbourhood, said: “The 
quick response of officers in the area 
meant we were able to arrest a lad 
nearby for the damage.” 

One resident had his van kicked 
and dented. The 58-year-old, who 
did want to be named for fear of 
reprisals, said: “The little hooligans 
were causing havoc all the way down 
the road.” 

The teenager was released on 
police bail pending further inquires. 
Witnesses should call 101.

have been too hazardous for both 
visitors and staff to open the site. We 
just could not take the risk.”

Recyling 
firm gives 
pledge to 
residents 

BOSSES at a firm hoping to 
open a waste recycling plant 
in Brierley Hill have made a 
vow to concerned people 
living near the site. 

They have said there 
would be no night-time 
deliveries to the site off 
Moor Street, if the plans 
were approved. 

The plant, which would be 
operated by Clean Power, 
would turn waste into gas to 
generate electricity for up to 
8,000 homes. It would 
employ up to 30 people. 

There has been strong 
opposition from people 
living nearby. More than 200 
letters were sent to Dudley 
Council opposing the plan¬ 
ning application. More 
traffic and noise are feared. 

In response, bosses said 
there would be no night¬ 
time deliveries to the site, if 
the plans were approved. 

Clean Power made the 
pledge before a second pub¬ 
lic consultation at William 
Street Church and Commu¬ 
nity Centre this week. 

The firm delivered 4,000 
leaflets advertising the 
event. Spokesman Gavin 
Miller said: “There have 
been some misconceptions 
about noise and odour from 
the site and we want to 
answer people’s concerns. 

“We made a condition for 
no night-time deliveries 
after listening to what 
people told us.”

Congestion fears will not end parking 


ON-STREET parking will remain 
along a busy route into Stourbridge 
town centre despite concerns over 
traffic congestion. Double yellow 
lines were painted in Birmingham 
Street two years ago. 

They were removed when tempo¬ 
rary bus stops were introduced 
during the redevelopment of Stour¬ 
bridge Bus Station. Birmingham 
Street leads drivers to the town’s 


ring road. Concerns were raised by 
residents that workers clogged the 
bustling dual carriageway by 
parking up for free each day. 

The original double yellow lines 
were introduced in a scheme which 
banned parking on 68 roads around 
the town centre. 

They were introduced to combat 
issues such as congested roads and 
workers parking near residents’ 


homes all day. Passengers queued up 
at around six stops along the high 
street as services moved out of the 
station during the works. 

The £7million project was com¬ 
pleted last April. It had been 
expected double yellow lines would 
return once the temporary bus stops 
and shelters were removed. 

Margaret Scott, chairman of 
watchdog group Stourbridge Town¬ 


ship Council said: “People are 
always going to park up and walk 
into town for free if there is the 
opportunity rather than using the 
council car parks. 

“This parking can make the roads 
quite narrow but we shall just have 
to see if they come back.” 

But ward councillor Pete Lowe 
said it was unlikely the parking bans 
would return.

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Planning 
warning to 
bar bosses 

COUNCIL bosses have 
issued a warning to bar 
owners to ensure they have 
the appropriate planning 
permission for their busi¬ 
nesses. 

Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning enforcement team, 
which works to ensure 
premises comply with plan¬ 
ning regulations, has sent 
out the warning following a 
recent prosecution. 

A Kingswinford bar owner 
who flouted enforcement 
notices on three occasions 
was landed with a court bill 
in excess of £6,000 when he 
appeared before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
month. 

Following a three-day 
trial, Jimmy Lee was fined 
£2,000 and £4,000 costs 
after being found guilty of 
failing to comply with an 
enforcement notice on three 
occasions. 

At the time Lee was 
running the Alter Ego bar in 
Kingswinford High Street. 
He had consent to run a 
restaurant or cafe but the 
enforcement team were 
informed that the premises 
was being run as a wine bar.

Cost-cutting single library scheme shelved 


COST-cutting proposals to create a single 
Black Countrywide library service have been 
shelved by council bosses. 

Talks on a possible merger had been taking 
place between Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Sandwell councils in a bid to save 
more than £1 million a year. 

They have now decided not to press ahead 
with the plans to share back office functions 
for a combined service as each council had dif¬ 
ferent priorities. 

A single management structure would have 
been in place across the area under the plans. 
Dudley Council still needs to find savings of 
£347,000 in 2013/14, which could lead to 


redundancies. Dudley Council is now looking 
at reducing staffing levels in the libraries, 
archives and adult learning department to 
find £75,000 of the shortfall, says a report by 
adult services director Andrea Pope-Smith. 
Further proposals to find the remaining 
savings are being drawn up. The report said: 
“To meet the identified savings there will be a 
requirement to reduce staffing level. 

“However, it is not possible to state at this 
stage exactly how that will be achieved as we 
are currently in the process of consulting with 
employees over a number of options.” 

Although plans for a single service have 
been dropped for now, councils said they 


would all continue to work together in some 
areas to help reduce costs. 

Wolverhampton City Council has already 
overhauled its library service as part of pro¬ 
posals to save £lm. Bosses decided Finchfield, 
East Park, Low Hill, Whitmore Reans and 
Penn libraries would remain open as usual. 
Others at Warstones, Ashmore Park and 
Spring Vale will be moved elsewhere, while 
Collingwood Library, Bushbury will be relo¬ 
cated as a self-service facility. 

In Walsall, cost-cutting measures such as a 
review of book stocks and new technology 
have been put in place as part of plans to save 
£140,000 from the library service in the next 


three years. Sandwell councillor Linda 
Horton said: “It was decided by the councils to 
move away from a single Black Country 
library service as each have their own priori¬ 
ties. Instead, it was decided to work on co¬ 
operative arrangements, like book purchasing 
contract arrangements, that will ultimately 
help to reduce costs.” 

Wolverhampton’s assistant director for 
leisure, Rob Willoughby, said: “Black Country 
Libraries in Partnership, the group headed by 
the library service heads for Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, will continue to 
meet on a monthly basis to initiate collabora¬ 
tive working.” 


Health bosses apologise for 
failure over baby tragedy 



£l.8m cancer 
scheme 
now half full 

A CAMPAIGN to raise £1.8million to build a 
specialist breast cancer care centre in 
Worcestershire has past the half way mark. 

Under the plans it would be based in 
Worcester and be used by hundreds of 
patients from across the county. 

Health campaigners say current clinics 
are often overcrowded and people may have 
to travel outside of the county for treatment. 

They say the new unit would provide a 
range of clinics as well as gym and exercise 
therapy and a dedicated space for support 
group meetings. Minor operations would be 
carried out on the site and investigative 
machines would be available every day. 

Campaigners say the new unit would help 
to reduce the amount of time patients have 
to wait for results and the number of return 
visits they have to make to the hospital. 

The Worcestershire Breast Unit Cam¬ 
paign needs to raise £1.8m to pay for the ded¬ 
icated unit and funds now stand at £905,171. 

Money has been generated through 
fundraising events and donations from 
private individuals, business sponsorships 
and local and national trusts. 

Campaign director Geoff Howard said: 
“The support from the community through¬ 
out Worcestershire has been fantastic and 
continues to grow. Now that we have reached 
the important halfway point we will be able 
to go out to the national grant-making trusts 
and foundations.” 


DUDLEY health chiefs have apologised to the 
parents of a baby girl who died after care “fell 
below the high standard” expected at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

Gemma Peters and Liam Greenfield, from Nether- 
ton, had criticised staff following complications 
during the birth of their daughter Brook. 

The newborn had suffered brain damage and died 
three days after she was born on July 14, 2011. 

Her parents have now taken out a 
medical negligence case against the hospi¬ 
tal, whch claims there were “failings in care 
which led to death.” 

Chief executive Paula Clark said a thor- 
ough investigation had taken place and 
“lessons have been learned” following the 
L death of the newborn. 

She added: “First and foremost we would 
like to offer our most sincere condolences to 
Gemma Peters on the sad loss of her baby, 
Brook. 

“Safety is always our top priority and we 
offer our heartfelt apologies that the care 
provided in this case fell below the high 
standard we provide each day for our 
patients. 

“A thorough investigation was carried out 
and lessons have been learned and appro¬ 
priate actions taken to help ensure a tragic 
incident such as this does not happen 
again.” 

Midwives 

Miss Peters, aged 26, claimed she was left 
in agony as her baby’s head became stuck 
for more than an hour-and-a-half during 
the birth and by the time midwives deliv¬ 
ered Brook, she was floppy and unrespon¬ 
sive. She said the umbilical cord was 
knotted around her neck. 

Brook was transferred to the neonatal 
unit where, despite the best efforts of 
doctors, it was found she had suffered irre¬ 
versible brain damage. 

“I was distraught and upset and couldn’t 
believe what had happened as the preg¬ 
nancy had gone so well up until then,” said 
Miss Peters, of Lodge Crescent. 

The couple said they were advised that 
nothing more could be done and the devas¬ 
tating decision was taken to switch off life 
support. 

The couple have lodged a formal com¬ 
plaint with the Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust.

to Michelle 

A TREE planted as a memorial to a mother 
who died after a battle with cancer has been 
torn up by its roots and stolen, bringing new 
heartbreak to her family. 

It is thought the memorial, evergreen oak, planted in a 
Stourbridge park for 42-year-old Michelle Lockley, was 
either destroyed by vandals or taken by thieves wanting it 
for their garden. 

Michelle’s aunt, Sharon 
Gilson-Pinches, said: “It’s 
so despicable and I can’t 
understand the mentality of 
anyone who could do this - 
the whole family is 
extremely upset and angry. 

“The plaque clearly stated 
that this tree was in loving 
memory of a youngish 
woman who only passed 
away 12 months ago.” 

Mrs Lockley, of Stamford 
Road, Brierley Hill, died in 
Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens 
Hospice in November 2011. 

Soon afterwards, the tree 
was planted near the band¬ 
stand in Mary Stevens Park, 

Stourbridge, where Mrs 
Lockley enjoyed going with 
her sons, Kyle, now 21, and 
Rhys, who is 19. 

Mrs Sharon Gilson- 
Pinches, 53, who lives in 
Wellington, Telford, said: “I 
think someone may have 
taken a fancy to the tree for 
their own garden but even if 
it was uprooted and burned 
by vandals, rather than

stolen, it is of no comfort to 
the family.” 

Sgt Keith Pagan said: 
“Our inquiries suggest the 
tree was possibly removed 
by vandals at the same time 
as some fencing was set 
alight in the bandstand area 
of the park on December 11. 
We believe the remains of 
the tree were found the fol¬ 
lowing morning. ” 

Mrs Lockley was diag¬ 
nosed with bowel cancer in 
2007. After treatment, she 
was given the all-clear but 
cancer returned, in her liver 
and lungs.

A BUS driver from Lye who was 
two and a half times the drink- 
drive limit after consuming a 
bottle of vodka the day before her 
morning shift has received a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence. 

Sheryl Williams had not eaten anything 
for six days before she drove a Denis Dart 
Bus around Cannock for almost three hours 
on January 2. 

She began work at 6.30am and was said to 
be “in a good mood” by her manager at 
Hanson’s bus company, but by 9.20am 
police had received a report that a bus driver 
had collapsed while driving. 

The only passenger on Williams’ bus, 
which was in Mill Lane at the time, had 
phoned an ambulance after Williams 
stopped the bus and was ill by the roadside. 

The 43-year-old, of High Street, was 
taken to Russells Hall Hospital and after 
being breathalysed was arrested by police, 
who measured she had 91 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 

Sorry 

Mr John Peel told Cannock Magistrates’ 
Court: “She said she had not eaten for six 
days and had consumed a small bottle of 
vodka on January 1. She said she was very 
sorry for being over the limit and is very dis¬ 
appointed in herself.” 

She has since lost her job at Hanson’s. 

Mr Robert Perry, defending, said she had 
never been in trouble before during her five- 
and-a-half year employment with the bus 
firm and called the incident “a moment of 
madness”. 

“Two years ago her partner suffered a 
stroke and she continued doing 12 hour 
shifts while caring for him at home,” he 
added. “She had an argument with her 
partner and had a drink. 

“She feels extremely remorseful for 
what’s happened. She’d come to the end of 
her tether and this was clearly a one-off.” 

Williams pleaded guilty to driving when 
over the limit and was given an eight-week 
prison sentence, suspended for 12 months. 

She was told to do 60 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £165 costs.

Chapel plan funding is 
closer thanks to grant 


A £1.15MILLI0N project to 
restore a Grade II listed building 
housing two chapels has moved a 
step closer after lottery bosses 
awarded funding for detailed 
designs to be drawn up. 

The plans to open the Lye and Wolle- 
scote Cemetery Chapels, which have not 
been used since 1993, have been backed 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund which 
means the group behind the plans can 
make an application for more funding. 

West Midlands Historic Buildings 
Trust which is working to refurbish the 
site has been given £42,300 to work on a 
full grant application of just under 
£850,000 at a later date. 

The project aims to repair the redun¬ 
dant building in Cemetery Road, Lye 
which houses identical Anglican and 
Non-conformist chapels - and bring it 
back into sustainable community and 
commercial use. 

History experts say its a rare surviving 
example of two chapels within a single 
building. 

The site which is owned by Dudley 
Council was severely at risk due to lack of 
use when volunteers at the West Mid¬ 
lands Historic Buildings Trust stepped in 
to save the building. 

Now members are working towards 
taking full ownership of the building 
under an arrangement called asset trans¬ 
fer, supported by the council.

WHEN Ian Ferguson was appointed 
chief executive of Sedgley’s Beacon 
Centre for the Blind in June 2003, the 
charity was struggling to stay afloat 
having made a loss of £650,000 
during the previous year.

The 61-year-old,will be replaced by Arwyn 
Jones, previously commercial director of Keep 
Incoming Beacon chief executive Arwyn Jones, with Ian Ferguson Britain Tidy.

the company itself. 

I have pledged my assis¬ 
tance to any affected con¬ 
stituents who want my help 
and have also been in discus¬ 
sions with the company’s 
management about the 
reasons behind their deci¬ 
sion.

I discussed the planned 
closure on BBC Radio WM 
and I will be holding a 
meeting with senior man¬ 
agers at the company, a 
meeting which has been 
postponed once due to their 
inability to reach the 
meeting in the snow. 

Several other con¬ 
stituency appointments 
were also postponed as 
people contacted me to 
inform me that they couldn’t 
make our prearranged 
meeting in the snow. 

One was the Environment 
Agency to update me on the 
situation with the waste pile 
in Brierley Hill and so we 
discussed the matter by tele¬ 
phone instead.

A room had been booked

The Prime Minister has 
announced a £30 million 
boost to start-up loans to 
create thousands of new 
businesses and help young 
eople find jobs in Dudley 
outh and the Black 
Country. 

This brings the total pot 
for start-up loans to more 
than £110 million over the 


next three years and will see 
the age range extended to 30 
years old, enabling more 
people to take advantage of 
this fund. 

New figures have shown 
that in the first three 
months of the scheme alone, 
over £1.5 million worth of 
loans have been approved, 
helping nearly 500 new busi¬ 
nesses get off the ground. 

The West Midlands has 
received 14 per cent of the 
total loans which have been 
awarded so far.

NICK Shutts had planned a nice, relaxing early retirement 
when he sold his business in 2008. 

The business, Julian Graves, had been sold on a number 
of times, but when Holland & Barratt bought it that year, 
the businessman from Bewdley decided to put his feet up. 

“I went into retirement, spent some time with my feet up 
and I bought myself a sit-on lawnmower, as you do,” said the 
57-year-old from Bewdley. 

“But when my old company was put into administration 
in July 2012,1 thought it was maybe time to get somebody 
to sit on the lawnmower for me and to get back to work.” 

So JG Foods was created a month later and by mid- 
December had 10 shops open and had sold £500,000 in 
produce. The business, from its distribution base on the 
Pensnett Trading Estate, Kingswinford, sells dried fruit, 
nuts and confectionary at Grape Tree outlets across the 
country. The distribution centre employs 40 and Mr Shutts 
said he hopes to open at least 20 more stores during the 
course of this year. The first of these will be in Bedford with 
negotiations underway in Sutton Coldfield and Royal 
Leamington Spa. 

Mr Shutts, who runs the company along with business 
partner Nigel Morris, said the company’s short-term aim 
was for 50 shops.

Area plagued 
by 16 metal 
raids in just 
two months

damage. 

A 23-year-old man has 
been arrested on suspicion 
of theft after £15,000 of air 
conditioning units and 
copper piping were stolen 
from a house in Whitehouse 
Street recently. 

He was questioned by offi¬ 
cers and has been released 
on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 

Sgt James Jones, who 
leads the Coseley East 
neighbourhood police team, 
said: “Since November 
we’ve seen 16 metal thefts 
across the area and virtually 
all relate to lead flashing. 

“Generally, metal theft 
has fallen by more than 60 
per cent over the past year 
but it seems we’re having a 
spate in this one area. 

“We’ve upped our patrols 


and are targeting known 
thieves who may operate 
across this part of the 
Dudley borough, but we also 
want people living and 
working in Coseley and 
Hurst Hill to keep their eyes 
peeled. 

“Anyone stealing flashing 
from windows or a roof 
would be fairly exposed to 
people driving or walking by, 
and it is likely to be noisy for 
people inside. 

“If you happen to hear a 
scratching or knocking noise 
then check it out.” 

The crimes at Hurst Hill, 
in Paul Street, span from 
November 7 through to mid- 
December, with the thieves 
stealing lead from the roof 
on each occasion. 

Sgt Jones added that some 
people thought it was a vic¬ 
timless crime but putting it 
right could cost thousands.

'An angry sea of black shale* 


THE work of the great Black 
Country painter Edwin Butler 
Bayliss now on display in 
Wolverhampton gives us an 
idea of what it must have felt 
like to look out over the pre¬ 
war landscape of the area. 

In particular, it depicts a scene laid 
waste by mining and quarrying. 

Air pollution of the Black Country is 
well known - it’s how many believe it 
got its name. But the long-term abuse 
of the land surface is less widely under¬ 
stood. 

“Unlike anything else in England” is 
how the historian William Hoskins 
described it in the 1950s - and he had 
travelled about a bit. 

He likened it to a strange desert, “a 
black, tormented Sahara . . . the after- 
math of robber-exploitation of the 
earth”. 

Ten years before, while planning 
post war Black Country housing 
estates, the architect Charles Reilly 
poetically described the area as ‘an 
angry sea of black shale’. 

But all this devastation wasn’t a 
product of the 1950s or the 1940s. 

We can follow the trail of evidence 


by Paul Quigley 

Landscape archaeologist, the 
distinctly black country network 


further back. In the early 1930s a 
planner wrote that the Black Country 
contained “twenty square miles where 
almost the only land not built up is 
covered by the refuse from disused 
pits”. 

Older evidence, in the photos of the 
1920s for example, like the one here of 
kids playing on coal waste in Bilston, 
tells us that the state of dereliction has 
roots going further back. 

Marked 

In fact the problem of derelict land 
in the Black Country goes deep into 
the previous century. 

One way we know this is a recent 
English Heritage study of the area - 
the Historic Landscape Characterisa¬ 
tion. 

This uses historic maps to trace the 
extent of dereliction. The map here is 
based on the study. 

It shows the area of Dudley, 
Sandwell, Walsall, and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton marked with all the derelict land in 


1939. At that point there was 38 square 
kilometres of it (14 square miles) in a 
pattern which traced the whole South 
Staffordshire coalfield. 

This might be shocking enough (it 
was probably the most intense concen¬ 
tration of derelict land in Britain at the 
time). 

But the study reveals something 
else. It shows that nearly two-thirds of 
this neglected land had been in this 
state for at least 40 years. 

Some was even older - two fifths of 
the waste land which existed in 1939 
had lain around in that state since 
1885 or before. 

The fact is that, in the mid 19th 
century the unplanned rush to exploit 
mineral and other resources had 
brought the small area of the Black 
Country into a position of interna¬ 
tional economic significance. 

But it left a long-lasting scar on the 
local environment which arguably is 
still visible in the area today. 

Edwin Butler Bayliss: Poet Painter 
of the Black Country is at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery until April 27.

Toy shop latest 
'victim' of Tesco 
work disruption 

A TOY shop has become the latest business in Stourbridge 
to close - with bosses blaming disruption caused by a multi¬ 
million pound town centre redevelopment for hitting trade. 

Dudley Council says disturbance caused in a £50 million 
redevelopment of the Crown Centre, which will create a 
Tesco employing up to 320 people, will be worth it in the end 
and has appealed for people to be patient. 

But traders say they are being hit by the work, with the 
three-year-old Rabbit and Rhino store in Market Street, 
now shut. The Harvest Moon gift shop, Victoria Passage, 
and Polka Dot Paradise ladies’ clothes shop on the corner of 
Market Street and High Street blamed redevelopment work 
for their closure. 

Disappearing 

Rabbit and Rhino owner Lisa Homer said sales dropped 
almost 50 per cent due to building work, which started with 
demolition of Bell Street car park in April. 

She said loss of parking, a dirty shopping environment 
due to the work, increasing charity and bargain shops along 
with disappearing independents and big retail names led to 
rapidly decreasing footfall. “I am sure the Tesco develop¬ 
ment will bring shoppers to Stourbridge but how many bus¬ 
inesses can survive nearly two years of disruption?” she said 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, said they tried to keep disruption 
to a minimum and asked people to bear with them because 
end results would be hugely beneficial. Tesco spokesman 
Jonathan Simpson said: “Once the Tesco development is 
open in September or October this year the town will have 
more additional visitors because of the footfall of the store.”

“I’d been drinking to dull 
the pain but as soon as I was back 
on board the duty dentists was 
summoned. He’d been drinking too 


and when he injected me broke off 
the needle in my gum. That was me 
finished with dentists.” In recent 
years Clive had four denture relines 
to help the stability issues, but none 
provided a long-term solution. 

Clive decided to have implant-re¬ 
tained dentures. He was referred 
by Steven Burchell Dip CDT 
RCS(Eng), whose Denture Clinic is 
based at North Street, Dudley, and 
in Tettenhall Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, to implantologist Mr Jonathon 
Pugh BDS MSc. Mr Pugh carried 
out the surgery and the prosthetics 
were hand-crafted by Mr Burchell. 

Since having the implant-retained 
dentures, Clive has been able to bite 
into crispy apples and indulge him¬ 
self with pork crackling. “It’s the best 
money I’ve ever spent and it’s been 
a real boost. I was dreading having 
it done, but I can honestly say I felt 
no pain at all,” he says.

ell, we’ve witnessed some 
extraordinary demises in 
Midsomer Murders, but here’s 
one that really takes the biscuit - 
death by cheese.

Since then, her career has been hit- 
and-miss, with a stint as a pop star 
and successful roles on stage in My 
Fair Lady and on the big screen in 
Love Actually proving to be the 
highlights. 

But maybe happiness in 
McCutcheon’s private life is about to 
signal a return to stardom - she 
recently tied the knot with singer- 
songwriter Jack McManus. 

She says: “We are best friends 
as well as lovers and totally 
supportive of one another. We 
feel that we can conquer anything 
the world throws at us as long as we 
have each other, and that’s a rare 
thing.” 

Perhaps this could be her perfect 
moment at last. _

Having problems sleeping in a 
bedroom that's bulging at the seams 
with clothes?

Varieties 

potatoes 

THE wet weather over the past 
couple of years has prompted 
reports of poor harvests, smaller 
and less tasty fruit and veg and 
claims that the nutrients the rain 
has washed away from the soil 
will affect the health value of our 
home-grown produce. 

Among the crops worst hit in vegetable 
patches across the country is the humble 
spud, a staple of the British menu for cen¬ 
turies, whether boiled, mashed or chipped. 

And while gardeners throughout the UK 
will be celebrating National Potato Day with 
events up until the end of the month, 
experts are now warning that gardeners 
must start to grow a mixture of varieties to 
stem the loss of crops to late blight. 

Affected plants develop brown spots, 
especially around the edges of the leaves, the 
stems turn brown and potatoes develop 
scabby cankers that lead to brown patches 
inside the tubers which soon rot. 

Bob Sherman, chief horticultural officer 
of charity Garden Organic, warns: "Rare 
types of potatoes are under threat. There 
isn't much that the amateur gardener can do 
to protect potatoes from blight. 

“Late blight is a very rapidly evolving 
organism. It's not quite a fungus. It's quite 
closely related to seaweed, but it acts like a 
fungus. Spores flow about in the air, usually 
coming from old tubers left in the soil which 
haven't been harvested from the previous 
year because they've been missed. 

“Most of the old varieties of potato are 
highly susceptible and even ones that were 
thought to be resistant have succumbed to 
new strains of the disease. We used to think 
that Cara was blight resistant, but it isn't 
any more. A whole range of interesting tex¬ 
tures and flavours from old varieties are 
under threat.”

toes, he continues. The tubers can't be lifted 
because the ground's too heavy and soggy. 

"When potatoes get too much moisture, 
you might get one or two hug;e potatoes 
under the soil instead of a nice little clump 
of medium-sized tubers. The huge ones 
might be hollow inside or just not very tasty. 
Dry weather tends to enhance flavour, but 
wet weather reduces it." 

Late potato blight has been the scourge of 
crops during excessive wet weather, he says. 

However, some gardeners have turned to 
a resistant variety which is keeping blight at 
bay. David Shaw, research director of the 
not-for-profit Sarvari Research Trust in 
North Wales, and his team developed a 
range of blight-resistant ‘superspuds, 
known as Sarpos, first bred in Hungary. 

Available in red, white and blue, from 
Thompson & Morgan and some garden 
centres, they are now being grown by gar¬ 
deners who don’t want the plight of blight. 

“The disease evolves all the time, a bit like 
flu, so there's always a new strain. The 
Sarpo varieties David Shaw has been 
working with seem to be coping with all the 
changes,” says Sherman. 

Grow spuds in pots and bring them under 
cover later in the year. Blight usually strikes 
from July onwards, depending on the 
weather and which part of the country you 
live in. You can enrich your soil with plenty 
of organic matter, but if the weather’s damp, 
it won’t make any difference to blight, 
because the spores are carried in the air.
